This filing is submitted in reply to the Response to the Notice of Improper Request for 
Continued Examination mailed November 19, 2007. 



A careful review of the file appears to indicate a transaction history as follows. The 
Applicant filed a response to a final rejection (mailing date July 30, 2007) on September 17, 
2007. An advisory action was mailed by the USPTO on October 2, 2007 advising the Applicant 
that an RCE was required. The Applicant filed the RCE as required by the Advisory action on 
October 29. 2007 along with the required government fee. A Notice of Improper Request for 
Continued Examination mailed November 19, 2007. The Notice of Improper Request for 
Continued Examination does not set forth with particularity how the deficiency may be cured. 
However, a review of the file indicates that the filing appeared to be complete except that no 
Extension fees were paid. Calls have been placed with the USPTO to confirm this conclusion, 
but those calls have not been returned.
